In  offering  the  splendid  collection  of  United  States  Coins, 
catalogued  herein,  it  should  be  stated,  in  justice  to  its  owner, 
William  H.  Woodin,  Esqr.,  of  New  York  City,  that  its  complete- 
ness is  the  result  of  many  years  of  painstaking  labor  and  repre- 
sents a large  outlay. 

While  comparatively  a young  man,  Mr.  Woodin  is  really  one 
of  the  pioneers  among  the  collectors  of  American  gold  coins.  He 
may,  indeed,  be  the  first  collector  of  double-eagles.  An  exami- 
nation of  this  catalogue  will  reveal  the  fact  that  in  the  ’80s  and 
early  ’90s,  in  the  days  of  the  Cleanay,  Davis,  Randall  and  Par- 
melee  sales,  Mr.  Woodin  was  busily  engaged  in  collecting  his 
eagles,  half  eagles  and  quarter  eagles. 

It  should  also  be  distinctly  unuerstood  that  Mr.  Woodin  in 
parting  with  this  collection  in  no  sense  relinquishes  his  interest 
in  coins  or  the  pursuit  of  coin  collecting.  But,  deciding,  as  other 
collectors  have  done,  that  it  is  the  specialist  alone  who  most  per- 
fectly completes  his  collections,  he  will  devote  his  attention  to 
only  a few  classes  of  coins.  So,  while  Mr.  Woodin  will  lose  this* 
fine  collection, his  loss  will  be  the  other  collectors’  gain,  and  their 
cabinets  will  be  enriched  by  the  additions  of  rare  and  beautiful; 
gold  and  other  coins  in  superb  preservation. 

Pages  could  be  devoted  to  a list  of  the  gold  features  alone, 
but  only  a brief  summary  of  the  more  important  pieces  is  given, 
which  includes  the  following:

Facts  Regarding  The  Coin. 

Accompanying  this  coin  is  the  indisputable  certificate  of 
its  genuineness,  written  in  ink  on  a piece  of  yellow  paper  by  the 

coiner  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  in  1870,  Mr.  J.  B.  Harmstead,. 

which  reads  as  follows: 

“This  Three  Dollar  piece  is  a duplicate  of  one  under  the  cor- 
ner stone  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  and  the  only  one  in  exist 
ence.  J.  B.  Harmstead.” 

The  coin  came  from  the  family  of  Mr.  Harmstead,  wrapped 
in  the  above  note. 

Newspaper  clippings  state  that  in  1870,  when  the  corner- 
stone of  the  new  San  Francisco  Mint  was  laid,  one  specimen  of 
each  variety  of  the  coins  of  the  United  States  was  placed  in  the 
corner-stone. 

Under  date  of  May  22nd,  1907,  Mr.  Dan  Cole,  the  present 
coiner  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  wrote  as  follows: 

“The  new  mint  building  at  our  present  location,  5th  and 
Mission  Streets,  was  commenced  in  1870  and  was  completed  in 

1874,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Harmstead  was  then  coiner.” 

This  letter  also  accompanies  the  coin. 

Several  of  the  greatest  numismatists  in  the  United  States 
who  have  given  the  coin  careful  examination,  say  the  piece  is 
authentic  and  official,  basing  their  decisions  more  on  its  general 
appearance  and  workmanship  than  on  any  written  certificate  or 
letter. 

Undoubtedly  this  is  the  most  remarkable  gold  coin  of  the 
regular  series,  and  is,  naturally,  the  only  one  which  will  ever  be 
offered  at  public  or  private  sale.
